OF THE 

LOAN FOND BOARD OF IRELAND. 


The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Seventy-Third Annual 
Report, for presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendices 1 and 2 have been compiled from 
Abstracts, furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1911, in connection with 
51 Societies. 

The Capital, on Blst December, 1910, of these Societies was £89,176, and 
the circulation of this Capital in 1910 amounted to £196,898. 

Negotiations for the establishment of Public Loan Pund Societies in the 
Counties of Galway and Cork are in progress. 

In their last report [Cd. 5,183 — 1910] the Board requested the urgent 
attention of Parliament to the fact that their annual income is insufficient to 
meet their necessary annual expenditure, and that the time had come for 
having it supplemented by a grant from Public Funds. They communicated 
with the Irish Government upon the subject; but they regret to say that the 
necessary steps towards having the finances of the Board put upon a satisfactory 
basis have not yet been taken.
